Going a step further into the, infinite 
that is being catalogued by so many 
finite inventions, Dr. Todd suggested 
thet this report of the aviators might 
lead scientists to the conclusion that 
the air surrounding the moon is con- 
stantly subject to these quick changes, 
so that the moon, after the fashion 
of a man with his face to a roaring 
fire, and his back to a chilly blast, 
often has a pretty cold time of it.

Things more active than thermome- 
ters engaged the attention of air pi- 
lots. “ Jumping: rabbits,” for instance. 

G. W. Goddard, chief of the 
photographie division of the air serv- 
ice, is believed to have caught them 
in what is termed “ the greatest eclipse 
picture in the history of astronomy.” 


Photographs Racing Shadow. 


Goddard's photograph, made with a 
specially designed camera, was taken 
a second before totality from a height 
of 16,090 feet above Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y. ‘It shows virtually all the area 
of darkness In its perspective, and de-. 
tails of sky and earth are plainly dis- 
cernible at a distance of some 100 
miles. 

And in the middle ground, with no 
mistaking them, are _the/ “jumping 
rabbits” that have suddenly come into 
front page prominence. These “ jump- 
ing rabbits” are the phantom shadow 
bands of the moon's shadow at the’ 
moment of the eclipse's totality. Until 
yesterday these grotesque images that 
. frisk about with incredible nimbleness 
before the shadow of the moon were 

not particularly well known to any-

Scientists say the lag is due to ir- 
regularities in the motion of the moon. 


Blotted Out in Chicago.

Result from Radio.

This was with the radio, which, 
listening to signals from Arlington, 
showed a slightly clearer reception dur- 
ing the eighty-nine seconds of partial 
darkness. 

“There may be something on some 
of our special light ray plates,” said 
Prof. Ross, without conviction. “ Per- 
haps some rays in the infra .red, the

tered through.

In ten years Young had a record of 
more than 3,000 arrests, and all he had 
to show for them were six or seven 
scars. He once estimated that he had 
killed more than a score of men. For 
fifteen years he worked for the de 
partment of justice, and seven years 
of that time were spent in hunting 
down deserters from the army. His 
activities, it was said, cost the gov- 
ernment $60,000 in rewards offered for 
the arrest of those Young captured or 
killed when they resisted arrest. 

In 1920 Young’s: crusade brought 
him into Illinois, and almost from the 
time he entered the state was in the 
public eye. He first startled the peo 
ple of the state when he entered the 
home of a farmer at Madison, IIl., in 
search of liquor and allowed the own- 
er to snap a pistol at him three times 
before drawing his own weapon and 
firing nine shots into the man’s body. 


Raids Follow Arrival. 


With this background Young came 
to Williamson county already torn by 
factional strife—klan, anti-klan, mine- 
union, nonunion, and the like — and 
found fertile ground for his activities. 

A series of sensational raids followed 
his arrival. Saloons, stores, and homes 
were entered, arrests were made, liq- 
vor confiscated. 

Backed by Sheriff George Galligan, 
the anti-klen faction fought these ac- 
tivities and charges of robbery, assault,

Young was in- 
dicted thirty-one times and his bonds 
totaled some $41,000, which later were 
forfeited when Young failed to appear 
for trial. 

Made Himself Chief. 


The climax of Young’s career in 
Herrin came early last February when 
he usurped the office of chief of po- 
lice of the city after Chief John Ford 
had been kidnaped and taken out of 
the county. . 

Fear of a serious outbreak caused 
Gov. Small to send state troops to the 
county under command of Maj. Gen. 
M. J. Foreman, who disarmed Young 
and took charge. Young then left the 
county. 

From time to time he was heard 
from in various parts of the state. In 
May, while driving to St. Louis, he 
and Mrs. Young were ambushed near 
Okawville, both being wounded. Pre- 
viously Young had been indicted in 
federal court at Danville, Ill, on 
charges of -impersonating a federal 
officer. 

A week later Williamson county citi- 
zens met and agreed on terms of peace. 
One of the provisions was that Young 
was to be dismissed by the klan and 
was to keep out of the county.

The juvenile code of ten, twenty, and thirty years 
,@g0 was against drink. The boy who came drunk 
to a party would have been outlawed. The boys’ 
own code was against it. We do not indict all of 
American youth for bad habits, but there is much 
evidence of laxness. Occasionally there is some 
such story as that of the wild debauch of the 
Toledo high school students, of boys and girls in 
an abandoned riot. There were none ten years ago. 


We know that many parents of daughters now 
have to make inquiries as to the habits of boys 
with whom the girls associate to find out whecher 
they drink or not. Youth has found a premium 
of adventure put upon habits which before had 
nothing associated with them but disrepute. 
_Apprehensive parents are concerned as they note 
new and dismaying tendencies in the youth about 
them. There is unfortunately too much evidence 
that many young people of today have avoided 
self-discipline and escaped home discipline. 

The outstanding features of the present day in 
the United States are successful corruption in poli- 


and brutality in crime, decrepitude in justice, and 
senility in the attitude of public moralists towards 
the requirements of a disciplined and ordered 
state, 

The disorders and distortions tn adult life find 
reflection in juvenile life.

There were 
twenty-eight murders, 234 holdups and robberies 
with gun, and 211 burglaries reported to the police.

Recall that most of the sunlight time 
that is left is spent behind glass, and 
glass filters out the best of the light ray. 
Again, the man who stays in the house 
all winter long is a candidate for pneu- 
monia and the kinfolks of the klan. 

Now, there is no use talking about 
the advantage. To get people out in the 
cold they must be pulled out with a 
corkscrew. Play is the corkscrew. Skat- 
ing? Can't beat it. Vigorous exercise 
of the leg muscles in maintaining poise;

fresh air; keen cold—a great combina- 
tion. Snowshoeing? Great. All the 
muscles used. Snow beating in the face, 
maybe.

Mexico’s Smuggling Nipped.

Great 
Britain by paying 
its own debt and 
claiming the right 
to be paid by 
France in equal 
payments with 
America has suc- 
ceeded in placing 
America in the 
position of debt collector for both. 

The European situation makes ft dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, for the British 
to press France and Italy for prompt 
payment, but it can without appearing 
harsh insist that if these nations pay 
any one else they must pay it in equal 
proportion. If America, therefore, suc- 
ceeds in bringing France to a realiza- 
tion that its debts must be paid Great 
Britain will benefit.

Supported Various Channels. 

“TI supported the bill that gave a six ; 
foot..channel from Sst. Paul to St. | 
sissippi, and a six foot channel from 
Louis to New Orleans, a nine foot 
channel from Pittsburgh to the Mis- 
sissippi, and a six foot chanel from 
Kansas City to the Mississippi, and a 
nine foot channel from the Mississippi 
through Louisiana and Texas to Gal- 
veston. I knew at the time I was 
making the speech that if we agreed 
in our own territory and if our people

The greater number of 
them pour their sewage untreated, or 
almost untreated, into the ddjacent 
waters, 

“The committee must consider and 
report upon the other evidence regard- 
ing the lake to the guif waterway— 
this is, how much water must be .di- 
verted from the lake into the Illinois 
and Mississippi watershed to make pos- 
sible the most economical construction 
of a nine foot channel, and to assure 
the most efficient and cheapest naviga- 
tion of that channel by the largest pos- 


sible barges.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 24—([Spe- 
cial.J—J. D. Barnum, chairman of the 
postal committee of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ association, 
issued a statement announcing pub- 
lishers throughout the country will ap- 
prove the amendment to the Sterling 
bill offered today by Senator George

the second class rates which were in 
force in 1920. 

Mr. Barnum calls attention to the

Rate Boosts Hit Publications. 


“The first two increases on second 
class mail produced approximately 
$13,500,000 additional revenue,” he 
“The next two increases pro- 
duced less than $100,000 additional 
revenue above the $13,000,000 which 
was gained by the first two. The last, 
two increases drove from the mails 
nearly one Dillion copies of publica- 
tions whose subscribers either could 
not or would not pay the increased 
postage demanded. 

“In the opinion of publishers the 
George amendment will serve to bring 
back: into the mails great quantities 
of such publications which have been 
driven therefrom by present excessive 
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into law instead of decreasing the reve- 
nues of the postoffice department, will 
increase the revenues. 

, High Transportation Costs. 

“At the present time the depart- 
ment pays the highest rate of trans- 
portation of all mail, irrespective of 
the time essential to its delivery. It

Roumania Refuses League |

Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—([Spe- 
cial.]J—A resolution declaring it to be 
the sentiment of the senate that the 
material and industrial resources as 
well'as man power shall be drafted in 
war time in order to prevent profit- 
eering was introduced in the senate 
today by Senator King [Dem., Utah]. 
The resolution was referred to judic- 
iary committee. Its jext follows: 

“ Whereas, in all wars illegitimate 
private profits are derived from deal- 
ings With the government, which be- 
come the main cause of high prices in 
various lines of industrial activity, and 
afford an incentive for ivate inter- 
ests to promote war; and 

“Whereas, in time of war there 
should be no private profits and the 
resources of all should be mobiiized 
on equal and just terms for the prose- 
cution of war; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that the senate approves 
the principle of the proposition that, in 
the event of war, it shall be the policy 
of the government to draft not only its 
man power, but its material and in- 
dustrial resources, in order to prevent 
profiteering and the amassing of pri- 
vate fortunes out of the prosecution 
of war.”

Some thirty’ years ago, when I was 
employed as a train dispatcher on the 
Burlington road, I was called upon to 
act upon the board of examiners fot 
| engineers. This examination was rigid, 
both physically and mentally. The 
men who passed were fit in every way 
to run a high powered locomotive and 
to be entrusted with the lives of the 
people who rode on their trains. 

These trains were protected in every 
Way all along the line against all sorts 
of emergencies. The trains had spe- 
cial tracks to run on, specified start- 
ing and stopping points—the engineer 
had but to exercise ordinary skill and 
care in the operation of his engine. 

No Tests for Auto Drivers. 

How different is the case of the man 
behind the wheel in any one of the 
thousands of automobiles one passes 
in the course of a day’s sojourn 
a the crowded streets of a large 
city! 

No tracks to run on—every motorist 
impatient of a moment’s delay when 
forced to stop—few of them giving the 
pedestrian more than an inch to spare 
when passing him at high speed— 
many of the drivers inefficient from 
one cause or another, and few of them 
adequately conversant with the many 
ordinances which have been passed by

This safety commission levies no 
fines. A motorist formerly arrested, 
sent to court, and possibly fined for 


violation of any one of the many traf- 
fic ordinances, is now given a citation 
to appear before the west Chicago park 
safety commission, where he, along 
with other violators for the preceding 
week, is instructed in the various 
ordinances governing motor vehicle 
traffic and pledged to coUperate in the 
future in their observance. 

During the six months this safety 
commission has been in existence 2,813 
violators have been cited to appear 
before it, of which number ninety- 
seven failed to attend and had to be 
handled through the police depart- 
ment. These drivers are made to 
realize that a record of their viola- 
tions is kept by the safety commis- 
sion, and they are careful not to be 
brought in a second time, as is evi- 
denced by the fact that up to Jan. 
1, 1925, there were only sixteen sec- 
6nd offenders. , 

Records of the west park police de- 
partment show fewer arrests for speed- 
ing since the adoption of my recom- 
mendation to the board, on May 13, 
1924, that captain of police be in- 
structed to have the west park motor- 
cycle men patrol the boulevards to a 
greater degree than in the past, with 
the idea of preventing speeding, rather 
than lying in wait to catch the speeder.

A 
number of graduates of the Thursday 
morning hearing board have expressed 
their belief that such a law would be 
desirable and are coSperating with the 
safety commission in this connection.

In 
Boston, during a similar period, two 
people were killed by automobiles; in 
there were 181 people killed. 
They did not have to go out and try 
to educate the little children there, 4 
and 5 years old, and they did not have 
to arrest 500 or a thousand men a 
day, although their streets are admit- 
tedly narrow and crooked, and side- 
walks so narrow that people are com- 
pelled to use the streets for sidewalks. 
In population Massachusetts has a 
few more people than we rave in Cook 
county; in number of cars they have 
more, in area of square miles they are 
about the same, so it is a fair example 
to take, and yet they only killed fifty- 
two in the entire state.

Remedy for Loop Congestion. 


The basic remedy for loop conges- 
tion te provided in the-Plan of Chicago 
by the construction of a/quadrangie of’ 
wide thoroughfares encircling the in- 
tensively developed congested central 
busineazs district. The quadrangle is 
supplemented by the provision: of addi- 
tional streets connecting the loop with 
the various other sections of the city. 

The third measure of traffic relief is 
the provision of a system of principal 
arteries, commonly designated major 
streets, of adequate width to serve 
their purpose properly, and extending 
continuously from one end of the city 
to the other. The fourth measure is 
the “through traffic” system which 
the Chicago Pian commission is now 
studying. 

Within the next sixty to ninety days 
the commission hopes to be able to pre- 
sent to the city council committee on 
efficiency, economy, and rehabilitation 
—Ald. Charles Scribner Eaton, chair- 
man—a complete plan for a compre- 
hensive, city-wide “through traffic” 
street system. The.establishment of 
such a system by the city authorities 
will, it is believed, go a long way to- 
ward distributing vehicular traffic more 
generally throughout the city, thereby 
relieving the present congestion upon 
our main routes of travel. 


Linking City and Country. 

In developing the through traffic and 
the major street plans the Chicago 
Plan commission is working in close 
harmony with the city officials and 
with the county, state, and govern- 
mental officials as well, to the end that

HARD WORKERS

Prosperity Here, ‘ie 
It Must Be Won. 


BY GEORGE W. DAVIS. 
{President Davis Motor Car Oompany.] 
The year 1925 will be a good and 


profitable year for the manufacturers 


and distributors who are working. 

I am not throwing coki water on the 
optimism that prevafls, because I know 
from observation that basic conditions 
will be much improved in 1925, but in 
the past the industry has been too:

That 
is something none of us can foretell 
But we must not let our enthusiasm 
temper our judgment, whether we be

REAR AXLE USED 
TO FAKE POWER 


Did you know that the power of an 
engine is often faked by means of 
gearing it low at the rear axle? In 


shopping for a car always ask what 
the reduction ratio is. If the reduc- 
tion is very low a comparatively light 
engine will pull considerable weight 
uphill on “high” because the car is 
really not in high gear. If the en- 
gine is of large dimensions and geared 
very low it will perform beautifully on 
hills and will not usually give more 
than sixty miles per hour speed. If

ARIZONA VETOES 
“WEEK-END” ROAD

INFLATE TIRES 
BY DEGREES AND 
SAVE ALL ’ROUND 


Tire inflation ought to be done in 
installments rather than all at once. 
Most drivers will admit that the usual 
procedure is to let the matter slide 
until the tires look low and then run 
them way up to 56 for cords and 70 for 
fabrics, or perhaps higher. This makes 
an abrupt change in the car’s riding 
qualities; rattles and squeaks suddenly 
appear, and everyone is annoyed. It 
is also bad for tires that have been 
weakened by underinflation to be sud: 
denly strained by overinfiation. It 
is far better to ‘“‘educate”’ the pas- 
sengers and the tires to higher pres- 
sures by making several trips to the 
tire pump instead of one, thereby in- 
ereasing the pressures by degrees.

Constant Caution Is First Need. 


The ignorant or the indifferent are 
not gving to be influenced very much 
by new statutes unless they are made 
to realize the necessity for safety.

We had not 
yet developed mechanical forms that 
would function with high efficiency.

Solve the Problem. 
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BY CLYDE'S. PELTON.

The problem of proper fueling is 
commanding much serious attention 

from automotive engineers. 

There are many reasons. First and 
foremost is the matter of operating 
economy, which car owners have the 
right to expect. Then there are the 
many details of a car’s performance 
which can be materially improved by 
proper carburetion followed by effi 
cient distribution of fuel to the cylin- 
ders. 

The average motorist realizes, of 
course, that the gasoline we are get 
ting today is far from being the gaso- 


ago. But only a few realize or under- 
stand the difference and just what it 
means. 

“Wet Mixture” from Gas Today. 

Most people have the impression 
that all the fuel goes into the engine 
in the form of a dry gas mixed with 
air. Ten years ago this was true. 
Today it is not, even when the engine 
is hot. Present day fuel contains 
much kerosene. It cannot be com 
pletely vaporized in any practical way, 
regardless of claims to the contrary, 
but gives us a “ wet mixture’”’ that is 
considerably more difficult to handle 
than dry gas. 

This is not the fault of the refiners. 
It is utterly impossible for them to 
provide enough of the old high test 
gasoline to go around today, or even 
to supply a small fraction of the de- 
mand. 


Evils of Uneven Distribution. 


No matter how perfectly a carbu- 
retor may function, it is impossible to 
get good carburetion or good compbus- 
tion if the fuel ratios are entirely dis- 
torted before they reach ths cylifi- 
ders—if one cylinder gets 40 per cent 
more fuel than another cylinder. This 
may seem like an extreme difference, 
but it is not at all unusual. Such a dif- 
ference can even exist without the 
motorist knowing he is getting uneven 
distribution.

Bern Into Roadiess World. 

A peculiar thing about the tremen- 
dous development of the automobile in- 
dustry is the fact that the motor car 
was born into a roadiess world. Rail- 
ways had their roadbeds developed 


_ coincident with their rolling stock. The 
* automobile came to us with ability to 
_ @0 anywhere, but no way of getting 


there, for roads which had admirably 
served the needs of horse drawn, steel 
tired traffic were rapidly raveled and 
torn to pleces by the swiftly moving, 
high powered, rubber tired motor car 
and truck. - 

The automobile therefore haé to car- 
ry a double load from the start. It 
had to be a missionary. It had to 
establish itself as a necessity, because 
for a number of years it served as a 
plaything for the rich and was the bane 
of every horse owner’s existence in en- 
couraging runaways. 

In order to prove itself a necessity 
the motor car had to create.a desire 
for good roads, for without them it was 
practically worthless. It was a rocky 
road in more ways than one that mo- 
tor cars had to travel, but its early 
missi work in stressing the need 
for good ways quickly bore fruit, 
with the result that the business of 
automobile building sowed the seeds 
that created the busines of highway 
building that in so few years has 
grown to such great proportions. 

Road Builders Lag in Race. 

But the honors of ‘the race thus 
far belong to the motor car, for auto- 
mobile production has far outstripped 
highway building, even though giant 
strides have been made toward provid- 
ing even, dustles, rigid roadways for 
the twentieth century vehicle supreme. 

To picture the pace of automobile 
production and modern highway build- 
ing, one group of figures is sufficient. 
In 1917 the total production of automo- 
biles and motor trucks placed the 
automotive industry in the billion dol- 
lar class. It was not until 1923 that 
highway building joined the group of 
billion dollar industries. But in 1923 
the motor car industry passed into the 
two billion dollar class.

The Right Honorable Augustine Birrell, that pre-eminent Vic- 
torian, has written another book of pungent essays. “ More Obiter 
Dicta” it is called, and it carries on with a high head and a stout 
heart the tradition of the first volume. “ Obiter Dicta,” published 
in 1884. In America the art of the essay is well nigh extinguished. 
True enough, there was a flare some seasons ago by Robert Cortes 
Holliday and Christopher Morley, *but it fluttered out: Holliday 
ceased to write essays, and Morley began to write successful novels. 
There is still Mrs. Gerould; but in the main we must took to Eng- 
land for our essays. And of the old school Augustine Birrell ranks 
high. 

We recall with vast pleasure our discovery of the first “ Obiter 
Dicta”—alas! how many ‘years ago, It was a tattered copy, pur- 
chased in a dusty old book stall in Clark street, now disappeared, 
and it was William Ramsay who made it known to us: William Ram- 
say, that most estimable Scottish book seller for whom we shall 
always entertain a warm admiration and respect. In the eighty- 
and-more years of his valuable life he has shown many persons the 
way to good books. 

There is nothing exciting about Augustine Birrell’s essays, but! 
they contain the mellow flavor of other days brought to our own 
time. Mr. Birrell is a venerable bookman, a man of letters, and 
“ More Obiter Dicta” will richly reward your reading.

Surely the most romantic figure in all poetry is Francois Villon, 
that gorgeous vagabond of the fifteenth century, and for the first 
time a worthy volume of his works has appeared.

In his introduction, “ Villon the Man and the Poet,” Mr. Lepper 
remarks of him, “A man of strong passions and great genius; one

States Look to Their Roads. 


In response to their demand, rein- 
forced by the early motorists, the van-

How Motor Is Tested. 


In testing an automobile for actual 
horsepower, the gasoline motor and 
the electric dyr@®mo are hitched to 
gether. The gasoline motor is then 
started, and its capacity for work is 
determined by suitable resistance and 
measuring instruments. 

Electrical horsepower is measured 
in watts, one mechanical horsepower 
being equal to 746 watts of electric 
current. In other words, 746 watts is 
equal te 33,000 foot pounds per minute. 

In the dynamometer test al] factors 

¢ taken into consideration. he mo- 
tor ig put on a stand and connected 
up just as it is when in use. It is 
then started, and as it develops power 
the indicator dials show the exact. 
amount of resistance offered. The 
dials show when the motor reaches the 
top of its power curve; that is, the 
speed at which the motor develops its 
maximum of power. If, at the top 
of its power curve, the dials show that 
enough electrical units to equal fift? 
horsepower are operating against it, 
then the actual horsepower of that mo 
tor is fifty horsepower.

What of road building progress in 
‘the last twenty years? A survey of 
highway conditions made by the office 
of public roads in 1904 showed that 
there were then in the United States 
only 38,622 miles of road classified as 
macadam or stone roads. Roads classi- 
fied ag gravel surfaced amounted to 
108,233 miles, and there were only 
6,807 miles of other types of surfaced 
roads, Of the total mileage of public 
roads then in existence, amounting to 
2,151,570 miles, nearly two million 
miles were not improved with any kind 
of surfacing material. 

The total cash expenditure for road 
construction and maintenance by all 
states in 1904 was approximately $69.- 
000,000, of which only $2,600,000, or 
about 4 per cent, was spent by or 
under the supervision of the thirteen 
state highway departments then in 
existence. More than four-fifths of 
the total state controlled expenditure 
was made by four states, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, and New 
York. ; 

Owners of motor vehicles in a num- 
ber of the states paid into the public 
treasuries a total of slightly more than 

' $33,000, but most of the states made 
no charge for the privilege of using 
the roads, and most of those whiclf 
did failed to devote the money thus 
raised to road improvement ends.

In the year 1923 the automobile road 
licenses produced revenue of $58,652,- 
000 for 1,117,590 motor vehicle licenses;

England's motor cars live long on her 
roads, as out of a total of 10,250 motor 
vehicles with engines built before 1913 
that were in service in 1923, 8,940 were 
licensed in 1924.

coachwork and fixed tops in place of 
the open tourer with demountable 
hood. Rigid side curtains are also the 
standard equipment of all British tour- 
ing cars, so that these can be con- 
verted into practically closed carriages 
when the top or hood fs raised. 


Speed Added to Cars. 


Ensine improvement in England was 
confined to a more general adoption of 
aluminum pistons to lighten the re- 
ciprocating parts and to increase the 
power developed, but side-by-side 
valves were equally as popular as over- 
head valves. More speedy cars were 
the result of the use of the lighter pis- 
ton in place of the cast iron variety, so 
that even the smallest passenger cars 
can travel between fifty and sixty miles 
an hour on the level road. 

More attention has been paid by the 


cooling of the engine under diffcrent 
atmospheric and climatic conditions. 
This, has greatly assisted the British 
export business, although naturally the 
general reduction in cost and in selling 
prices has helped in this direction. 


Brakes on all four wheels are now 
fitted as standard equipment, or al op- 


‘tion of the buyer, on all British cars. 


together with low pressure tires, 
though as regards the latter item the 
beaded-edge tire still holds a majority 
position, the straight-sided tire only 
slowly coming into favor, as the British 
motor manufacturer has not standard- 
ized wheels on his care with suitable 
rims to carry them. Consequently, 
though a few car makers give an op- 
tion to their customers to have 
straight-side or beaded-edge tires and 
wheels, the British motoring public us- 
ually has to pay extra to change over 
from beaded-edge to straight-sided 
wheel covers. y 


Tire Exports and Imports. 

Britisn tire exports represent quite 
a substantial contribution to the value 
of the export trade of the country. In 
the first eleven months of 1924 they 
had achieved a value of £2,499,590, or 
$11,823,060, an increase of $2,365,000 
on the corresponding period in 1923.

‘total of £3,505,219 achieved in 1923, 


showing an .increase of 60 per cent. 
In chassis alone the total value of 
British exports exceeded £1,000,000, 
equal to $4,730,000. Australia was 
England's best customer, taking 1,500 
chassis, valued at over half that 
amount.

Perhaps the dropping of the import 
duties of 331-3 per cent on passenger 
cars in August, 1924, helped to throw 
the balance of trade on the wrong side 
of the British returns, as the imports 
suddenly jumped up to nearly §$4,- 
700,000 in value for that month from 
an average of $2,500,000 of the pre- 
ceeding ones.

Now to be concrete. At the left you will find a 
costume borrowed from the eighteenth century. 
There are many delightful suggestions from this 
period and, though all-stress the fitted bodice and 
beuffante skirt, there are many such inflections as 
the panniers of the Watteau shepherdess. Indeed, 
if you belong to the group that can qualify for this 
kind of costume, you can do nothing better than to 
refer to prints of Watteau’s pictures. As to those 
¢ who can best wear the Louis Quinze or Seize cos- 
tume, they are the girls with delicate, finely cut 
features. If the nose is slightly aquiline, so much 
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the better, for it will be remembered that many of 
the best people of that time wore that kind of nose. 
They are also the girls with slender figures of 
medium—or even less than medium—height. 

This model at the left is a charming example of 
that picturesque period, and, although the initial 
outlay of money required is not inconsiderable, that 
outlay provides for years of service. The.materials 
employed are silver cloth and a brocade of silver 
and rose. The former, which ts seen in the bodice 
and in the front panel of the skirt, is shot through 
with rose, so that it provides a contrast with the 
pure silver lace touching off the square neck line 
and the short sleeves. The coiffure is a powdered 
wig crested with the characteristic ostrich plumes 
of the period, and, true to type, the fan carried is 
of the dainty Watteau type. 

This frock does not present to the home dress- 
maker nearly so many difficulties as do many of the 
fancy dress costumes. The same may be said of 
the Directoire frock sketched second from the right. 
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Indeed, most of the empire and Directoire models 
are comparatively simple to make. They have, too, 
other recommendations. To be shunned by the tall 
woman because of their effect of added height, they 
are—with their short waisted line—eminently be- 
coming to the petite or the medium sized. Also, 
they do not make any exacting demand upon the 
wearer in the way of feature or coloring. Be thou 
blonde or brunette, piquant or classical, the short

was a more charming frame for the face than the 
poke bonnet worn during these periods.

To those looking for a range of selection 
among the high waisted types of costume, one could

The Egyptian costume is one which is often 
chosen and not always, alas, successfully. It is for 
tne brunette, but for the exotic type of brunerte. 
Although much can be done here in the way of 
makeup, the woman with a rather long slender face, 
iong straight nose, and eyes that are set in a tofle 
obliquely, gives a much more convincing present- 
ment of Aida than any other type. 


Some of the Egyptian costumes are so elaborate 
that they defy home construction. Here, however, 
in the center of the page we present a model that 
should be comparatively easy to copy. It is made- 
of dull green silk embroidered in gold, terra cotta, 
Llack, and pomegranate red, and the characteristic 
girdle is embroidered with black set off by touches 
ef gold thread and fringed with the metal. This 
green garment falls over an under skirt of pome- 
granate red crepe to match a shoulder cape yoxed 
with gold embroidery and drawn up in the back so 
as to-.form sleeves. 

There is a variety of Spanish costumes from 
which to chouse, and they range from the stiff 
skirts and fitted bodices of Velasquez portraits to 


the dancing costume which we illustrate at the 
extreme right. This is an exceedingly effective 
creation of red velvet comprehending the skirt, 
which, fitted closely over the hips and developed 
into a wide flare at the hem, has been such an active 
influence in our present silhouette. The ruffles are 
cf yellow printed silk and the mantilla of gold lace. 
A petticoat of white lace is revealed under the skirt. 
There is, ot course, an inexhaustible fund of 
historical and national costumes upon which to 
draw. Operas and plays often suggest appropriate 
parts. Thus for-the saucy boyish type, what could 
be more attractivethan that worn by Viola in 
“Twelfth Night ’—the-plaited kilt, velvet ja-ket 
and sash, in which so many~of us remember Miss 
lulia Marlowe as her most charming self? 
~ Second from the left we commemorate one of the 
niost picturesque ages of women’s dress»Especially 
arresting is that steeplelike hat composed of alter- 
nating bands of gold and black embroidery.and 
turnt orange velvet.

stitching on baby ridbon of a contrast-

Wash satin or light weight sateen 
may be used for the less expensive 
ones. Both’*seat and legs should be 
reinforced with shaped pieces of the 
material—which will add to the length 
of service. 


Most women like pretty aprons and 
will undoubtedly be pleased with pat- 
tern No. 1883.. The apron is cut in 
two pieces, the upper part being cut 
in one piece, slipping on over the 
head, and the lower corners’ at the 
back lapping over the front lower 
corners and buttoning there.

Skill in Blending. 

The art of making perfumes is like 
that of the painter who has a limited 
number of colors to work with. The 
masterpiece is produced by the skill 
in blending. .There are only about ten 
flowers used in the perfume industry: 
Jasmine, tuberose, narcisstis, jonquil, 
violet, mimosa, mignonette, rose, car- 
nation, orange blossom, and possibly a 
coupie -more. Spices, too, are used 
and herbs, and even a wen of cam- 
omile. 


One perfume popular in hot--coun- 
tries, also used by professional dancers, 
is a mixture of ambergris, rose, patch- 
oula, elong-clong, musk, and camo- 
mile. The dancers apply this under the 
upper arm and on the legs. When 
they move, the effect is lfike’a faint, 
pleasing incense. This same perfume 
is recommended for use on strong furs. 
Orange peel, lemon, the extract of 
peach and pineapple are also incorpor- 
ated into perfumes, if the “ The nose” 
decides a fruit flavor is needed to per- 
fect the scent. 

A perfume made with the mirnosa 
flower as its most active ingredient is 
in current favor with Mary Garden, 
I am told. Her home, by the way, 
when she is not in America, is not far 
away from Grasse. This perfume was 
neatly described to me by. ‘one Of its 
producers as a “‘ perfume for yourself 
and not for your neighbor.” ‘In which 
description abides an excellent little 
sermon, don’t you think? 


Perfumes for Individuals. 


Here in Grasse I learned one of the 
methods of the experts when they are 
asked by.particular women to prescribe 
an iidividual and appropriate per- 
fume for them. It is based on the 
theory that every individual, no matter 
how scrupulous as to bodily hygiene, 
has an odor peculiar to her own per- 
son. Medical and other authorities in- 
dorse this fact. And, incidentally, it 
is told me that to the Chinaman white 
persons have an odor as repellant to 
his sensitive nostrils as other races 
have to ours. 

The idea, therefore, in choosing a 
perfume is to get one that blends 
harmoniously with the individual odor. 
To get this, one of the big institutions 
here in Grasse supplies narrow strips 
of blotting paper, the length and thick- 
ness of a lead “pencil, which patro 
are requested to wear under the arma 
at night. On to these blotting pads is 
put the perfume that either the patron 
shows a definite preference for her- 
self or one that is suggested by her 
adviser, a man experienced.in sum- 
ming up the—personality and the type 
and coloring of the inquirer. ._ The re- 
action of the personal odor on the per- 
fume applied to the blotting paper, or 
viee versa, determines whether or not 
it is the one to be adopted. The chem- 
ical reaction on the customer’s own 
favorite, or that suggested at first, 
may prove after this test to be an ill 
advised choice, in which event expert- 
ments must be continued until perfect 
harmony is obtained.

AMERICAN BUCKWHEAT CAKES. 


N the Buckeye state, which used to 
be a compendium of New England 
and the central states as far as 
cookery was concerned, apd was 


not without southern :influences, they 


used to make their buckwheats by the 
following recipe, with its interegting 
introduction: 


ground, is perfectly free from grits. 
The grain skould be run through the 
smutter with a strong biast before 
grinding, and the greatest care taken 
through the whole process Adultera 
tion with rye or corn cheapens the 
flour. The pure ouckwheat Is best 
and is unsurpassed-for griddle cakes 
To make batter, warm one pint sweet 
milk and one pint water—one may be 
cold. and the othe, boiling—put half 
this mixture in a store crock, and add 
five teacups buckwheat flour, beat well 
until smooth, add the rest of the milk 
and water, and last a teacup of yeast 
Or, the same ingredients and propor- 
tions may be used, adding two table- 
spoons of molasses or sugar, and using 
one quart of water instead of one pint 
each of milk and water.” 

Like most old recipes, this mixes up 
exact measurements in pints and 
quarts with inexact in the way of tea

The other day | saw a note to the 
effect that buckwheats did not rise 
well in steam heated kitchens.- Shut 
away in a fireless cooker, a good place 
to set anything to rise, it is doubtful 
whether the batter would know any- 
thing about the kitchen radiator. The 
light and thin batter seems to have 
bothered housewives .much by rising 
so fast as to run over and spread ail 
about. The cooker confines its activ 
ities, My own way of mastering some 
of these troubles is presented in the 


“Buckwheat flour, when properly following two recipes: 


Quickest Buckwheat Cakes, 


Sift- into a bowl one cup of buck- 
wheat flour—not the prepared, which 
one who wants the plain has to waten 
out against while buying—with two 
teaspoons of baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon salt, and one tabiespoon of 
sugar. Buckwheat flour swells thore 
than wheat flour; therefore, we may 
add to the one cup of buckwheat flour 
one and a half cups of water. Miz 
thoroughly, and. Sake at once on a 
thoroughly well and evenly heated 
griddle. The flavor of this pancake 
cepends upon a nice roasting of 
browning of it.on the griddle. 


Raised Backwheat Cakes. 


Make a thin batter of two cups of 
buckwheat flour and from two to 
three cups of cold water—not ice cold, 
but nearer tepid—milk may be used 
instead of water (scalded and cooled to 
tepid), but the water does well. Add 
to this batter one-fourth of a yeast 
cake dissolved in one-fourth cup luke- 
warm water, with one tablespoon of 
Sugar and half a teaspoon of salt. The 
latter ingredients may be sifted with 
the flour. 

Stir the batter so completely that 
every bit of flour is surely and fully 
wet and all‘ the ingredients well 
blended. Set to rise over night, or for 
about eight hours. Molasses instead of 
sugar mfiy be used in the batter, but it 
should be of a mild sort. 

This batter may need a little thin. 
ning before it is baked, in which case 
use a little lukewarm water. It does no 
harm and may help to add about one- 
fourth of a teaspoon of baking soda. 
dissolved in two tablespoons of warm 
water. A little molasses may be added 
at this time, but only a little, and of 
a mild sort, or the buckwheat flavor is 
in part destroyed. 


Bucks County Buckwheat Cakes, 


Quite in hopes of finding a Bucks 
county recipe for buckwheat cakes, { 
looked 
cook book with the title ‘“‘ Mary at the 
Farm,” and found this most elaborate 
ene: “About noon dissolve 1 cake oi 


Jack Straws 
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yeast (the small, or round or square 
cornmeal cakes) in 1 pint lukewarm 
water. Add to this one tablespc a 
wheat flour, one tablespoon yellow 
cornmeal, and enough good buckwteat 
flour to make a thin batter. Set in a 
warm place near the range to rise 
About 6 or 7 o'clock in the evening 
add this sponge to 1 quart and 1 pint 
of lukewarm potato water (water 
drained from boiled potatoes). “ne 
tablespoon Of mashed potato im, coves 
the cakes; add salt. They need con- 
siderable. Stir in enough buckwheat 
Sour to tnake quite a stiff batter, bear 
hard and set to rise, covered. in a 
warm place over night. 

“The next morning add 1 tablespoon 
ful saleratus, dissolved ‘n a little hor 
water; 1 tablespoonful baking mo 
lasses and a little warm milk, to thin 
the batter; or water will unswer. ‘hé 
batter should be thin enough to nour. 
Let stand a chort time, then bake on 
a hot griddle. Half this quantity wil, 
be enough for a small family. Then 
use only % teaspoonful saleratus. 
Bake golden brown on a hot griddle. 
Serve with honey or maple sirup 

“If this recipe for buckwheat cakes 
is followed, you should have gooa 
cakes, but much of their excellence de 
pends on the flour. Duy a small quan- 
tity of flour, and try it before invest- 
ing in a large quantity, as you cannot 
make gooa cakes from a poor brand 
of flour.” 


Bethlehem Buckwheat Cakes. 


The Beiolehem [Pennsylvinia]} Cook 
book has the ‘ollowing sin.t.e recipe 
for buckwheat cakes: “Six large table 
spoonfuls of buckwheat meal. one large 
tablespoorful of cormmeal .% pints 
of milk or water, 1 cup of veast or 1 
yeast cake 2 teaspoonfuis of salt 
Beat well cover top of bow! o; pitcher 
stand in moderately warm plece until 
morning Bake on hot griddie.”

Points ot. Buckwheat and Cakes. 

1. Mrs. Lincoln says: “ Buckwhea:s 
cakes, even if not sour, usually require 
the addition of soda just before bak | 
ing, to make them light and tende: . 
But when in their best estate, they are 
far from perfect food. They should be 
eaten only in cold weather, and dui 
*seldom even then. They are better 
and brown better when made of boiling 
milk instead of water.’ 

2. Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher, in. he 
“Motherly Talks to Young House 
keepers,” advises quick baking, an’ 
says: “The thinner the cakes can be 
baked, the better they wil] be.” 

3. The old White House cook book 
has some advice of the type we laugn 
at today: “ NOt a few object to eating 
buckwheat, as its tendency.is to thics 
en the blood, and also produce constipa 
tion, this can be remedied by making 
the batter one-third cornmeal! and two 
thirds buckwheat, which makes ‘he 
cakes equally good.

This One Seems Durable. 

Because of Miss Barrymore’s coming in it, I read “ The 
Second Mrs. Tanqueray? the other day, and for the first 
time; and I found that it has stood up pretty well through 
more than three decades. It isn’t as topical now as it was 
when written; but I'm considering it as a play rather than 
as a social document. Pinero’s technique in this piece was 
the best of its time; and the play was in the best mode of 
that time.’ I expect to find that it survives disinterment 
with more sturdiness than would any other piece of its 
period,—or many a celebrated piece of later date. Pinero’s 
own “The Gay Lord Quex,” a stimulating contribution to 
the drama of 1900,,.seemed an awful thing when, not so long 
ago, John Drew revived it. As to Misa Barrymore, 
I expect her to be good as Paula, as I expect Mrs. Fiske 
to be good as Mrs. Malaprop. If Pinero were writing “ The 
Second Mrs. Tanqueray” today, it would be sheer logic for

gan boulevard. The exhibition opened 
last Friday, and will remain until Sat- 
urday next. It is an unique event. 
The portraits are of persons of note, 
for the most part, and, in every case, 
by artists of reputation. 

The most striking portrait, to my 
mind, is, as was suggested in last Sun- 
day’s column, the portrait of Marshall 
Field by Oswald Birle. Mr. Field is 
shown in riding clothes in a negligent, 
natural pose. The canvas has an eut- 
door air. The whole thing sweeps criti- 
cism.off its pedestal by its sincerity 
and vigor. There is nothing for it, in 
this portrait, but to breathe deep and 
edmit its excellence. A finer, strong- 
er, less padded: plece of painting us not 
te be seen in the entire show. 

The portrait of Mrs. C. B. Goodspeed, 
by Martha Walter, is like a breath of 
spring. It has freshness and beauty 
and charm. It is a little posterlike 
and a trifle sketchy, but these detrac- 
tions go unnoted in the first wave of 
emotion the picture calls forth. The 
spirit of the sitter, an elusive some- 
thing which many artists fail to catch, 
is alive in this lovely, delicate face.

Almost, 
you think, it will endure as do the 
Romney and Gainsborough ladies, for 
their intrinsic charm. 

A delightful little panel painting is 
the portrait of Graham Aldis, done 
when he was a child, by Boutet de 
Monvel. The blue eyes are seen again 
in the blue embroidery on the little suit 
and in the blue of the carpet. The 
silver gray wallpaper background tones 
in ‘with his fair hair and skin and the 
snowy suit and socks he wears. 

The Spanish painter, Zuleaga. is 
just now creating a sensation in New 
York with an exhibit of a number of 
canvases, so it is of interest that there 
ig oné by him in this exhibition. It is 


an insolent affair, this portrait. Hard, 


brilliant, striking, and ugly, flamboy- 
ant, too, all these words may be used 
in connection with it. Insolent is the 
best characterization, however, of the 
barbaric beauty he presents us- with. 
He has nothing of Sorella’s charm or 
feeling for light and warmth, nothing 
of Geya, of Velasquez, nothing. Zu- 
leaga is modern among moderns. 
Whether just his type of brutal 
realism, of crude, undeviating color of 
harsh, unsoftened curve, will live, re- 
mains to be seen. In the present in- 
stance his method. of painting kills 
that, for example, of our countryman, 
J. Alden Weir. 

The Weir. portrait is but a timid 


eee 
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affair at best, and may be passed over 
with these few words. The portra't of 
Madam André, by André, is lovely as to 
background, a background of water 
and hills. The costume, too, is good, 
but not the face. There is something 
repulsive in the misdrawing of that 
face. You wish it out of the canvas, 
It spoils what should be a scene of 
perfect beauty by its oddity. 

Mrs. Chauncey McCormick has lent 
a portrait of Cavalieri by Boldoni. It 
is simple, direct, dramatic, a good 
piece work. The portraits of vari- 
ous Chicago women by Philpot make 
an interesting group. He painted Mrs. 
Howard Linn, Mrs. Robert R. McCor- 
mick, Mrs. Walter Brewster, Mra. 
Henry Stinson, Miss Ellen Borden, and 
Mrs. Potter Palmer. 


The Sargent portrait of Duse is ad- 
mirable. The Toulouse-Lautrec sketch 
of Yvette Guilbert and Oscar Wilde, 
seated together at tea in a little res- 
taurant, is amusing. The “ Madame 
V,” by Degas, is a fine piece of work. 
The background is peculiarly beauti- 
ful. The rich color in the red cloak 
and green scarf, across her lap, is also 
of extraordinary value. The Faggi 
bronze of Miss Katherine Dudley is 
distinctive. 

Among the other artists represented 
are Manet, Burne-Jones, Augustus 
John, Claude Monet, Orpen, Franzen, 
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Laurencin, W. P. Henderson, Sorolla, of Chicago. 


French eighteenth century art. 
a drawing room, a salon, and done 
with exquisite taste. A vulgar item, 
but opportune, the approximate value 
of the various furnishings, chairs, pic- 
tures, tapestries, tables and all, is near 
$400,000. 

The first impression one gets from a 
glimpse of this salon is one of beauty 
and tranquility. There is a serene 
charm about it, not stiff but rather 
prim, beautiful and conscious of that 
fact. The chairs are ccvered in a pale 
green stuff. The walls are hung with 
tapestries and portraits. The tapestries 
are of the celebrated Beayvais manu- 
facture and are in pale colorings, 
slightly sentimental in character. The 
portraits make up for any saccharine 
touch here, however, by their uncom- 
mon unprepossessingness. The por- 
traits are by Drouais, De Largilliere, 
and -Drolling. 


The memory that French eighteenth 
century taste was a bit apt to run to 
overelaborateness in detail and decora- 
tion is stirred to life by a realization of 
the amount of brass—or is it bronze?— 
trimmings on the different pieces of 
furniture. Care has been taken, how- 
ever, to construct the room with the 
simplest type of chair and table, In 
line and. proportion, possible. The 
acme of that century’s art is seen here. 
Marble tops are on the table, heavy 
candlesticks on the mantel, figures of 
heavy bronze pair off on various 
stands. The whole thing is toned 
down, however, so that no exuberance 
of weight condemns it to us. On the 
contrary, the salon bears perfect wit- 
nes8 to the possibilities that sprang 
into being in France two centuries ago. 

Every piece in the room is of the pe- 
riod and the majority of them have 
been brought from the best known 
collections in the world, such as the 
Rothschild and the Duke de la Roche- 
foucauld. It is an exhibit that ought 
not to be missed. It will repay a visit, 
if only with that first momentary thrill 
of having found a perfect thing at last.
